but barely ſufficient to keep up her Port, 
* retired from Rome, and lived privately at 
her Country Scite, that ſhe might ſpare the 
more for her Nephews Education,  * 
When he was fit for the Univerſity, ſhe 7 
« ſent him to finiſh his Studies at Padua, de- 
© ſigning to procure him a Poſt becoming his 
© Birth in the Venetian Army; the Doge of 
* which Republic was related to the Family 
© of Caſtruccio, as was allo the Procurator of

When Cortez had reduced them to the O- 


bedience of the Emperor Charles the fifth,

As there was a Rivulet near, my Brother 


ran, and fetched Water in his Hat, which 


being ſprinkled in her Face, ſhe began to 


recover: The Count ran up to the Stand, 


and ſupporting, ſpoke to her; his Safety re- 
called her Spirits, but ſhe could not thorough-

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Tue Counteſs being come to herſelf, my 
Brother drew his Couteau de Chaſſe cut off 
the Boar's Head, and with his Horn founded 
his Death ; which brought to that Place all 
the Sportſmen, who had not got thither 
before. 
My Guide wing that particular Manner 
of Sound, told me the Boar was killed, and 
led me to the Place, as my Brother went upon 
the Stand holding the Head of the Boar, 
which, in my Opinion, was terrible to look 
at.
